The Grave,

The lot where the vice-president’s re- 
mains are to be finally laid is situated on 
a charming little eminence in the extreme 
noitheasterly corner of Dell Park ceme- 
tary, about three-fourths of a mile from 
the village, in a westerly direction, and 
overlooking the town and Lake Cochitu- 


fate, the view from the spot being exten- |: 


sive and very attractive. The lot is in- 
closed by a granite curb, which is-sur- 
rounded by a neatly graveled driveway. 
On either side of the front entrance are 
tasteful shrubs,and a littletin front of the 
center is a beautiful sarcophagus about 
four feet long, three and a half feet high 
and twenty inches wide, and consisting 
of three sections of pure white Italian 
marble, resting on a massive base of 
Quincy granite and surmounted by an 
oflicer’s hat, feather,swoid-belt and sash, 
cut in marble, and requiring six months’ 
labor in its execution. The front of this 
sarcophagus is inscribed as_ follows: 
“Lieutenant Colonel Henry Hamilton 
Wilson, born in Natick, November 11, 
1846; died in Austin, Tex., December 
24, 1866.” A short distance behind, and 
north of this, is a smail sarcop- 
hagus at the head of _ the 
colonel’s grave, which is sim- 
ply inscribed ‘‘Hamilton.” At the right 
and just east of the colone.’s grave, 1s 
that of his mother which is marked by 
an Italian marble headstone of attractive 
and appropriate design, and inscribed as 
follows: ‘‘Harriett M. Howe, born in 
Natick, November 21, 1824, married to 
Henry Wilson November 28, 1840, die i 
May 18, 1870.” Below this is inscribed, 
“She made home happy,” which is fol- 
lowed by, ‘‘But oh, tor the touch ofa 
vanished hand, and the sound of a voice 
that is still.” At the extreme northeast- 
ern corner of the lot is a double grave 
marked by a double or twin headstone of 
beautiful design and of the samc mate- 
rial as those mentioned above. This 
marks the last resting place of Mr. Wil- 
son’s father and mother, the one on the 
right being inscribed: ‘‘Winthrep Col- 
bath, born April 7, 1787, died Feb. 10, 
1860;” while the one on the left bears 
the following inscription, *‘Abigail Col- 
bath, born March 21, 1785, died Aug. 8, 
1866.” Between the graves of his pa- 
rents and that of his wife is a yacant 
space, and that is the spot where is to 
be deposited the remains of the vice 
presicent, of whom his townsmen relate 
a touching tribute which he paid to the 
partner of his joys and sorrows, liis 
said that when the news of his nomina- 
tion for the vice presidency was tele- 
graphed him by his townsmen he re- 
plied, ‘‘Place a bouquet of flowers on 
my wife’s grave.”

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The Prince of Wales’ Income. 


It is now close on twelve years sitce 
the ‘‘establishment” of the present prince 
took place on his marriage in 1863. As 
is well known the parliament added £40,- 
000 a year to the inherited £60,000 from 
the Ducby of Cornwall, making together 
an annual sum of £100,000. The prin- 
cess received an annuity of £10,009; and 
there were besides the abundant savings 
from the duchy during the minority, 
which reached the haadsome sum of 
£540,000. Of this amount £220,000 was 
laid out in the purchase vf an estate at 
Sandringham; £100,000 on a suitable 
outfit; £60,000 on a house, etc., for the 
estate; while £100,000 more, it was stated, 
would be absorbed by repairs to farm 
houses and improvement of farms as they 
dropped out of lease, which would leave 
a balance of about £60,000 on hand. 
Lord Palmerston, indeed, declared at the 
time that the working balance would be 
scarcely appreciable. The figures, how-

sale, at less than half their original 
value, and nota few ‘‘bargains” have 
been securedin this way, which will 
make a great and unexpected show on 
Christmas tables,and in grown up Christ- 
mas stockings. 

American manufacturiog skill and 
enterprise are also reducing prices upon 
many formerly costly fabrics, and articles 
employed for use and ornament. We 
are making our own camel’s hair cloth 
at a cost which enables the merchant to 
sell it at $1.50, instead of $3.50. We 
are making our OWn jewelry, real and 
imitation, that is some of it? our own 
silks, our own Japanned papcr ware, 
and some of our finest fans. 

In the more delicate branches of in- 

dustry we could do much more if workers 
were trained, likethe French, to habits 
of industry and economy. We cannot 
make fine artificial flowers, not because 
the skill is lacking, but. because the waste 
of infinitesimal particles offrich material 
is so great as to moré than absorb the 
profit. In French artificial flower and 
other manufacturies of the same sort,the 
utmost Cire and vigilance is exercised, 
the floors are waxed,the clothizg of the 
workers covered by great aprons, which 
are taken off and shaken before leaving 
the room, and then the floor itselt is 
swept and every particle of silk, every 
grain of gold leaf, every thread of velvet, 
or bit of silver wire collected and reserved 
for future use. 
Here we lack the ab3olute system, and 
order, and cleanliness, and supervision 
necessary to success in the fine branches 
of manufacture. We lack also the trained 
labor, and we have to pay much higher 
prices for such as we get. Many hard 
lessons have got to be learned before we 
arrive at a point where we faithfully put 
ourselves, and that which is committed 
to us, to fullest and best uses.

Western Union Telegraph Co, vs. 
Western Atlantic R. R. Co.

Western Atlanticfra'lroad company,and a 
cross appeal from the circuit court for 
the northern district of Georgia. The

from the stations alongthe road. The 
latter company then brought this bill 
and was defeated btlow, the court seem- 
ing to adopt the theory ofa sale as ina- 
sisted upon by the railroad company.
